Subjfct. — Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Upper Divisiov Grade 
Limited Departmental Competitive Examination), Regulations, 1971 . 

G.S.R. 1254. — In pursuance of the provisions of sub-regulation (3) of 
regulation 2 of the Schedule to the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service 
Rules. 1970, the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) hereby makes the fol- 
lowing regulations, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Regulations may be called the 
Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Upper Division Grade Limited 
Departmental Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1971. 


( 3413 ) 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. Definitions. — (1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) “crucial date” means the first day of July of the year in which the 

examination is held; 

(b) "equivalent Grade” means any Grade under the Central or State Gov- 

ernment the minimum and maximum of the scale of pay of which 
were not less than Rs. 55 and Rs. 130, respectively, priqr to the 1st 
July, 1959 and are not less than Rs. 110 and 180, respectively on 
or after the 1st July, 1959. 

(c) "examination” means ,a limited departmental competitive examination 

held by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways, Rail- 
way Board for making additions to the Select List for the Upper 

Division Grade of the service; 

(d) "regularly appointed Lower Division Clerk” means a clerk appointed 

on a long term basis to the Lower Division Grade according to the 
prescribed procedure; 

(e) "Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the meanings 

assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of article 
360 of the Constitution of India; 

(f) “Selection” means inclusion in the Select List for the Upper Division 

Grade of the Service, 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 

herein shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Railway 

Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1970. 

3. Holding of the Examination.— (l) The examination shall be conducted by 
the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways in the manner notified from 
time to time by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be 
held shall be fixed by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

4. Conditions of eligibility. — (1) Any permanent or regularly appointed tempo- 
rary Lower Division Clerk of the service who satisfies the following conditions 
shall be eligible to appear at the examination: 

(a) Length of service. — He should have, on the crucial date, rendered not 
less than five years’ approved and continuous service in the Lqwer Division 
Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service or in any equivalent 
Grade; 

Note v — The limit of 5 years of approved and continuous service will 
also apply if the total recknoable service of a candidate is , partly 
as a Lower Division Clerk in the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 
Service and partly elsewhere in any equivalent Grade. 

Note 2. — Lower Division Clerks who are on deputation to ex-cadre posts 
with the approval of the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Railways will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if other- 
wise eligible: 

Provided that it shall not apply to a Lower Division Clerk who has been 
appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another service on 'transfer' and 
does not have a lien in the Lower Division Grade of the Railway 
Board Secretariat Clerical Service. 

(b) Ape.— He should not be more than 30 years of age on the crucial date: 

Provided that for the first two examinations to be held in accordance with 
these regulations, fhe upper age limit shall be relaxed upto 40 years: 


Provided further that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect of such 
categories of persons as may be notified from time to time in this behalf by the 
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Central Government in the Ministry of Railways, to the extent and subject to 
the conditions notified in respect of each category. 

(1) Typewriting Test . — Unless exempted from passing the typewriting test 
held by the Union Public Service Commission or Secretariat Training School 
for the purpose of confirmation in the Lower Division Grade, he should ‘have 
passed this test on or before the date of notification of the examination. 

(2) Attempts at the examination .• — Unless covered by any of the exceptions 
notified from time to time by the Central Government m the Ministry o‘f Rail- 
ways in this behalf, he should not already have competed more than twice at 
the examination held after the 1st January, 1971. 

(3) Fee. — Subject to such exemptions or concessions or both as may be noti- 
fied from time to time in'TKls behalf, he shall pay the fee prescribed by the 
Central Government in the Ministry of Railways. 

(4) Special provision regarding eligibility of Lower Division Clerks joining 
military service an account of the Emergency.- — Protection shall be afforded to 
Lower Division Clerks, who because of their having joined (or been called up 
for) military service during the emergency, cannot appear in the examination, 
in the manner prescribed from time to time by the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Railways in this behalf. 

5, Canvassing Of candidature.— Any attempt on the part of a candidate to 
obtain support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways to be a conduct which would disqualify 
him for admission to the examination. 

0. Eligibility of a candidate. — (1) No candidate to whom a certificate Qf ad- 
mission has not been issued by the Central Government in the Ministry of Rail- 
ways shall be admitted to the examination. 

(2) The decision of the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways as 
to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final, 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who are considered by the 

g rntral Government in the Ministry of Railways to be suitable for selection on 
e results of the examination shall be arranged in the order of merit and, sub- 
ject to the provisions of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 8 they shall be recom- 
mended for selection in that order upto the number of appointments decided to 
be made, 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided toy the Central Government in the Minis- 
try of Railways in their discretion and the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Railways shall not enter into any correspondence with the individual candi- 
dates regarding results, 

8. Appointments. — (1) Success in the examination shall confer no right to 
selection unless the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways are satis- 
fied after such enquiry as may be considered necessary that the candidate is suita- 
ble in all respects. 

(2) Save as provided in sub-regulation (3) of this regulation, selections on 
the results of any examination shall be made to the extent of the available 
vacancies, in the order of merit of the candidates recommended by the Central 
Government in the Ministry of Railways, subject to reservations for the candi- 
dates of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in accordance with the 
orders issued from time to time by the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat in this behalf. 

(3) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
who are considered by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways to 
be suitable for selection on the results of the examination with due regard to 
the maintenance of efficiency of administration shall ibe recommended for selec- 
tion against the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the 
order of merit in the examination. 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other MIs-conduct.— A candidate who is or 
has been declared by the Central Government in the Ministry of Railways guilty 
of impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents, or documents * which 
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have been tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect or false, 
or of suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to any other 
Irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to the examination, or of 
using or attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or of mis- 
behaviour in the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution, 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period by the Central 

Government in the Ministry of Railways, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview held by the Central 
Government In the Ministry of Railways for selection of candidates; 
and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules.

8. Appointments. — ( 1 ) Success in the examination shall confer no right to 
appointment in the Lower Division Grade of the Service unless the Central Gov- 
ernment is satisfied after such enquiry as may be considered necessary that the 
candidate is suitable in all respects for appointment to the public service. 

(2) No candidate shall be appointed to the Lower Division Grade of the Service 
unless he is after such medical examination as the Central Government may 
prescribe, found to be free from any mental or physical defect which is likely 
to interfere with the discharge of the duties of the Service. 

(3) No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

(4) Save as provided in sub-regulation (6) of this regulation, appointments 
to the Lower Division Grade of the Service on the results of any examination 
shall be made to the extent of the available vacancies, In the order of merit of 
the candidates recommended by the Secretariat Training School for appoint- 
ment, subject to the reservations of the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes, and for the ex-Servicemen in accordance with the 
orders issued, from time to time, by the Central Government. 

( 6 ) A reserve list containing names in the order of merit- may also be drawn 
up for being utilised for making appointments to anticipated /Vacancies in the 
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service, and the candidates whose names are placed in such list shall, subject 
to the provisions of suh-regulation (6) of this regulation, be considered for 
appointment in the order in which their names appear in that list: 

Provided that where any candidate whose name is placed in the reserve list 
as aforesaid remains unabsorbed by the time the results of the next following 
Clerks’ Grade Examination are declared, such candidate shall have no claim 
for appointment on the basis of the results of the earlier examination. 

(6) (a) Candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes who are considered by the Secretariat Training School to be suitable for 
appointment on the results oi the examination with due regard to the mainte- 
ance of efficiency of administration shall be eligible to be appointed to the vacan- 
cies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit in Ihe 
examination. 

(b) Ex-Servicemen who are considered by the Secretariat Training School to 
to be suitable for appointment on the results of the examination shall be eligible 
to be appointed to the vacancies reserved for them irrespective of their ranks: 
in the order of merit at the examination: 

Provided that ex-servicemen belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes who are considered by the Secretariat Training School to be suitable 
for appointment on the results of the examination with due regard to the main- 
tenance of efficiency of administration shall be eligible to be appointed to the 
vacancies that may be reserved for them out of the quota of vacancies reserved 
for ex-servicemen, irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the exami- 
nation: 

Provided further that in any one recruitment year, the total number of vacan- 
cies reserved for ex-servicement, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes taken 
together shall not exceed 45 per cent of the vacancies to be filled in that year. 

(7) (i) Candidates shall have to pass, If not already passed one of the periodi- 
cal typewriting tests in English or Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School, 
at a minimum speed of 30 words in English or 25 words in Hindi, per minute 
within a period of one year from the date of appointment, failing which no 
annual increment (s) shall ibe allowed to them until they have passed the said 
test; 

(ii) Candidates who do not pass the said typewriting test within the period 
of probation shall he liable to be discharged from service; 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything contained in clauses (i) and (ii), a candidate, 
who has been declared by the competent medical authority, that is to say, the 
Civil Surgeon, to be permanently unfit to pass the typewriting test because of 
a physical disability, may, in consultation with the Department of Personnel in 
the Cabinet Secretariat be exempted from the requirement of passing the type- 
writing test and, in the event of his being so exempted, the provisions of clauses 
(i) and (ii) shall cases to be applicable to him from the date of such exception, 

(iv) Candidates, who had already passed or may pass the said test within a 
period of six months from the date of appointment will, however, be granted 
the first increment after six months istead of one year's service which will he 
absorbed in the subsequent regular increments. This concession is applicable 
to the candidates who will qualify in the examination held In 1971. 

9. Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct.— A candidate who is or has 
been declared by the Secretariat Training School guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated documents, or documents which have been tampered with, 
or of making statements which are incorrect or false, or of suppressing material 
information or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, 
may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution; 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 

(i) by thf! Secretariat Training School from admission to any examination 
or appearance at any Interview held by the Secretariat Training 
SchpOI for selection of candidates; and 
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(ii) by the Central Government from employment uncki Government. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the ap'pi'Opriate rules if he is 
already in service under a Government. 


EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Subject. — Enforcement of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Com- 
petitive Examination) Regulations, 1971 with retrospective effect from 
First Day of January, 1971. 

The Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service was constituted with 
effect from the First Day of December, 1954, to man posts of Lower Division 
Clerks and Upper Division Clerks in the Ministry of Railways, Railway Bojard. 
This service was constituted on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service. Subsequently the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 
1970, were framed on the lines of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 
1962, as amended from time to time, and notified under the Ministry of Railways 
(Railway Board) Notification No. E87 OG1/9/RB2, dated the 13th March, 1970. 

2. The Central Government in the Department of Personnel, Cabinet Secre- 
tariat, have decided that the Clerks’ Grade Examination, hitherto held by the 
Union Public Service Commission for filling vacancies in Grade II (Lower Divi- 
sion) of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service and other services including 
the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service should, with effect from 1st 
January, 1971, be held by the Secretariat Training School, Department of Per- 
sonnel, Cabinet Secretariat. As a result thereof, the Department of Personnel, 
Cabinet Secretariat amended the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 1962, 
to give effect to this decision vide their Notification No, 6/2/70-CSII(i), dated 
10th November, 1)770, The Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service Rules, 
1970 are also being similarly amended vide Ministry of Railways (Railway 
Board) Notification No. E70 OGl/6/RB2(RB3), dated 

3. Pursuant to sub-rule (5) of rule 9 of the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 
Service Rules, 1970, the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Competitive 
Examination) Regulations, 1971 hove been drawn up and are now being issued 
to give effect to the decision for electing candidates from the Clerks’ Grade 
Examination held by the Secretariat Training School. 

4. It is further stated that the interests of no one would be prejudicially affect- 
ed by reason of the decision to give retrospective effect frpm 1st January, 1971 
to the Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service (Competitive Examination) 
Regulations, 1971.
